Sketch of His Career.

Henry George's history is that of a typi-
eal American. He was born in Philadel-
phia, Penn., Aifty-eight years ago. His father
was born in England, but was brought to
this country as a child and lived to fight
for the United States in the war of 1812
His mother's father was John Vallance,

™ er in Revolutionary times,

- Henry George was a clerk in A merean-

o tile house for a short time after he left

= school, When he was sixteen vears old he

-

shipped on a schooner for San Francisco.
The capiain iaughed at the pale, slender,
red-headed youngster when he said that he
could hand, reef and steer; but when the
vessel reached San Franclseo young
George was paid in full as an able seaman.

He tried prospecting for gold, and went
as far as British Columbia in his search for
the precious metal, bat without success,
He was back in San Francisco in 1858 try-
ing to get work, but was unableto findany
employment he liked.

He was on the point of looking for a ship
when he ¢btained employment asa printer.
After a {few years he got a chance to do oe-
casional reporting, Ahout this time he
married Miss Annje C. Fox. Mr. George,
with two partners, founded the San Fran-
eiseo Post In 1871, and became the editor of
it. He retired from the paper In 1875.

“Progress and Poverty,” which was not
published until 1579. There are marn
stories ebout the difficulty he expe
enced in finding a publisher for the
book. It is said that he set upthe book
in type with his own baods and man-
mﬁ to secure & publisher only after
he bhad put into circulation a number
of copies of his own printing. This
book has been translated into almost every
civilized language, and bas bad a tremen-
duus sale. It was followed by other books
on ecopomic and social questions. Asa
social reformer Mr., George attained a world
wide fame.

In 1886 Mr. George ran for Mayor of New
York, as the labor candidate, and po
68,000 votes, coming in second in the race.
M vear he was an ardent supporter of

William J. Eryan. He was nominated for

Mayor of Greater New York by the Demo-
eratic Alliance and other associations of
Democratic and free silver clubs. He was

_making a vigorous campaign when sud-
denly stricken down.

The Dead Leader's Son Nominated in
His PFPlaee.

Henry George, Jr., was formally and
officially chosen to take his dead father’s
eca on the ticket of the Jeffersonian
emoeracy for Mayor of Greater New York.
This deelsion was reached by the Campaign
Committee within a few hours alter the
sudden demise of Henry George, and at
the same time it was resolved to continue
the canvass, which was begun for the
father, in the interast of the son, without
any change of plans.

Henry George, Jr., was born in Sacra-
mento, Cal., in 1862. He was educated in
the public schoola of San Francisco. Ha

- was taken from school and put to work in
a printing office. He helped to set type
for “Progress and Poverty.” He came East
with his father in 1880,

‘ Review of His Work.

SOME STRIKING SUGGESTIONS.

He Recommends Placing Agents of the
Department at American Embassles—
fays 8382,000,000 Sent Abroad For
Sugar, Hides and Some Other Commo-
dities Might Have Been Kept at Home.

Wasarsarox, D. C. (Special).—Secretary
Wilson presented his report to the Pres-
ident, reviewing the operations of the De-
partment of Agriculture for the past year,
The most important recommendation made
by him is ore that agents for the depart-
ment should be stationed at each of our
important American embassies for the col-
laction of information of interest to our
Americap farmers. Referring to this sub-
ject, he =ays: “We are endeavoring to get
information from Isreign countries with
which we competain tnc markets of the
world regarding crops and price, Weare
also taking steps to ascertain what erops
are grown on different thermal lines, so
that seeds and plants may intelligently be
brought to this country to assist in the di-
veraification of our crops and add to their
variety,
in every foreign country to which we send
reports who have had education in the
sciences relating to agriculture. The
agricultural colleges endowed by Congress

are ednecating along these lines.”
The Secretary recommends an increase

reau, and the publication offices. He
thinks the department should be enabled
to place the resulls of important opera-
tions at agricultural colleges before the
entire country, so that the farmers of each
State may get the result of the good work
done in other States.

He refers to the effortsof the department
to extend the forelgn markets for our
